Westminster Gets $200,000 More. 

On May 28 Dr. Reed received a 
telegram from Dr. Wallace Buttrick, 
secretary of the General Education 
Board (the Rockefeller Foundation) 
of New York, stating that the board 
had “appropriated $100,000 to West- 
minster College on condition that 
$200,000 more be raised.” This new 
$300,000 is to be set aside as teacher 
endowment, the income to be used 
constantly to pay our professors bet- 
ter salaries. ‘ 

On June 12 Dr. Reed received a 
telegram from Dr. Edgar P. Hill, sec- 
retary of the General Board of Edu- 
cation (the Presbyterian Board) of 
New York City, stating that West- 
minster College had been voted “five 
per cent on New Era two million 
fund on condition that Westminster 
College raise $500,000, including this 
subscription.” The $100,000 from this 
board will be used for general endow- 
ment. The $300,000 secured in con- 
nection with the Rockefeller gift will 
count on this half-million campaign, 
and the additional $100,000 needed to 
meet the requirement of the Presby- 


terian Board will be used to erect a 
gymnasium. 


Application for these two fine sub- 
scriptions from these two New York 
boards was made by Dr. Reed when 
he was in New York about the middle 
of May. The applications were unan- 
imously approved by the board of 
trustees of Westminster College. 


Our friends will rejoice to know 
that the Rockefeller board has made 


us a _ second subscription within 
eighteen months following their 
first subscription of $75,000. It is to 


be noted also that this subscription 
is not only larger than the previous 
one, but upon easier terms. 


Our friends will also rejoice at the 
news of the subscription from the 
Northern Presbyterian Board, as it 
expresses the interest that this board 
is taking in Westminster College in 
terms stronger than can be expressed 
in words or resolutions. The two mil- 
lion dollars referred to in the tele- 
gram was the amount written into 
the every-member canvass for the 
Genera! Board of Education at the 
meeting of the General Assembly in 
St. Louis in May, 1919, and was to 








continue in the budget each year for 
five years. 

It will not be an easy matter with 
all the calls that are being made to 
raise the $300,000 necessary to meet 
the conditions in connection with 
these two conditional gifts. But the 
gifts are of such magnificent propor- 
tions, and the cause is so important, 
and the progress more recently made 
by Westminster College is of such en- 
couraging character, as to make the 
president and board of trustees of 
Westminster College feel that the 
people will rise to the emergency and 
meet these conditions. 


The 1920 Commencement. 

The commencement week of 1920 

has been unanimously acclaimed the 
best ever. There was a large attend- 
ance of old students and friends, the 
weather was favorable, and every one 
seemed to be having a thoroughly 
good time. 
' There were sixteen graduates re- 
ceiving the degree of A. B. One of 
these, Mr. Norman A. Mozley, Jr., of 
Bloomfield, Mo., had been a member 
of the class of 1919. His course was 
interrupted by his enlistment, so that 
he did not finish with his class. Last 
fall, however, in consideration of the 
work he had completed and his war 
service, the faculty recommended him 
to the board of trustees for his de- 
gree. He had taken a position as 
teacher in the High School at Bloom- 
field, but hardly was his work begun 
when he was stricken down with a 
brief and fatal illness. His diploma 
was given to his brother, Shelton W. 
Mozley, who also was a member of 
this class. 

Four members of the class deliver- 
ed orations at the commencement ex- 
ercises. The comment. heard most 
often from: those in the audience, 
aside from compliments on_ the 


strength and ability displayed by the 
speakers, was in appreciation of the 
strong spiritual tone that ran through 
every speech. Such evidences of the 
imprint put upon her graduates by 
Westminster is especially gratifying 
in these times of vocationalism and 
materialism. 


Westminster a Great-Grandmother. 

For the first time Westminster has 
an alumnus of the third generation. 
Judge Robert McPheeters, Jr., was a 
member of the class of 1856, West- 
minster’s second graduating class. 
His son, Colin A. McPheeters, who is 
now occupying the Callaway County 
Chair of Education in the faculty of 
Westminster, was graduated in 1890. 
His son, Robert A. McPheeters, re- 
ceived his degree with this year’s 
class. 


Honorary Degrees. 

The degree of D. D. was conferred 
upon the Rev. Henry H. Forsyth of 
Ben Avon, Penn.; the Rev. H. Conrad 
Ostrom, who returned on furlough 
from his mission field in Japan in the 
summer of 1918 and has spent the 
time since in the Student Volunteer 
Movement; and the Rev. William L. 
Scarborough, of Fulton. The degree 
of LL.D. was conferred upon Judge 
Thomas B. Buckner, of Kansas City, 
an alumnus of the class of 1875. 

The Rev. Chas. A. Logan, D. D., of 
Japan, delivered the baccalaureate 
sermon and the annual sermon before 
the Y. M. C. A., and received in loco 
the degree of D. D. which had been 
conferred upon him in absentia by 
Westminster College five years ago. 


Mrs. Swope’s Visit. 
Commencement week of 1920 was 
made memorable by the dedication 
of the James Chrisman Memorial 
Pipe Organ and the William Chris- 








man Swope Memorial Chapel. Fol- 
lowing the opening recital of the 
organ by Prof. Charles Galloway, of 
St. Louis, Monday evening, came the 
impressive dedication services Tues- 
day forenoon. Mrs. Margaret Chris- 
man Swope, the generous donor of 
both, was present and took part in the 
dedication by presenting the keys 
formally to the president of the board 
of trustees. The Rev. Dr. W. R. 
Dobyns preached the dedicatory ser- 
mon. 

For weeks the question had been 
heard repeatedly, “Is Mrs. Swope 
coming for commencement week?” 
and it was a great delight to every- 
one that she could be present. Not 
only was it a sincere pleasure to the 
people of Westminster College and 
Fulton to be able to renew old ac- 
quaintance or to meet her, but also 
her interest in the students was es- 
pecially noteworthy and gratifying. 
After a long day crowded with pub- 
lic exercises, followed by a reception 
in her honor at the home of Dr. Rice, 
she spent the evening hearing the 
students in the annual contest of the 
literary societies. 

The crowd that filled the chapel for 
the organ recital demonstrated to 
Mrs. Swope that the building is none 
too large, and if she was not also con- 
vinced of the sincere appreciation and 
real friendship felt toward her. by all 
friends of Westminster College, it 
was because such feeling cannot be 
adequately expressed. 


The New Gymnasium. 


Ground was broken for the new 
$100,000 gymnasium at a formal ser- 
vice on Tuesday afternoon. Money is 
in hand for beginning the building, 
and if labor and material conditions 
make it at all possible, the work will 
be begun this summer. It is hoped 





that at least the lower floor will be 
ready for use this fall. 


A Precedent Broken. 

For the first time in history a wom- 
an, Mrs. H. C. Ostrom, made an ad- 
dress at the alumni banquet, and a 
delightful toast it was, witty, rem- 
iniscent, and yet containing a real 
message. Anxious inquirers are assur- 
ed, however, that this is merely a step 
taken in accord with the spirit of the 
times and is not to be understood as 
pointing toward co-education in West- 
minster. 

The spirit of the alumni meeting as 
of commencement week in general 
was one of gratulation over the ex- 
traordinary progress Westminster 
has made in the last few years, and 
of sanguine and exuberant expecta- 
tion for the future. 

The suggestion was made that next 
commencement be made a _ special 
“home coming” for the alumni, and 
that plans looking toward this be be- 
gun at once. To forestall any appre- 
hension that might arise, Dr. Reed 
stated that no funds would be solicit- 
ed but that the joy would be unalloy- 
ed. 


The Board of Trustees. 

The annual meeting of the board 
of trustees was well attended and a 
large amount of business was trans- 
acted. The reports presented showed 
increasing progress, and gave basis 
for an optimistic outlook toward the 
future. It is doubtful whether many 
who are not in close contact with col- 
lege affairs realize the amount of time 
and thought devoted to the college by 
the trustees, and the interest taken in 
promoting her welfare. Tuesday 
evening was occupied with a joint 
meeting of trustees and faculty for 
the discussion of educational policies. 
No doubt the trustees came to know 
some members of the faculty better 
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than they had, and it was somewhat 
surprising to the faculty to learn that 
the trustees were so familiar with the 
more technical educational problems. 


Dr. Rice Resigns as Dean. 

An element of sadness was intro- 
duced into the commencement exer- 
cises by the announcement made by 
the acting president of the Board of 
Trustees, Dr. Wallace, that Dr. Rice 
had asked to be relieved of his duties 
as dean. His request was granted 
with the thought that freedom from 
the burden and detail of this work 
would make it possible for him to con- 
tinue his work in the class room for 
years to come. Dr. Rice has been a 
member of the faculty fifty-one years, 
has served as acting president of the 
college three times, and has been dean 
for twenty-two years. The impress 
that his life and work have made up- 
on Westminster, and especially upon 
the individual students, is incalcu- 
lable. Every old Westminster man 
can read in his heart a stronger trib- 
ute to Dr. Rice than can be written 
here. For some months he has been 
suffering severely from rheumatism, 
but it is hoped that rest and the free- 
dom from a part of his responsibil- 
ities may enable him to recuperate 
rapidly. 

Prof. Geo. B. Sweazey, head of the 
Department of Physics and Applied 
Mathematics, was appointed Dean. 
He was Dean in Westminster College, 
Salt Lake City, for sixteen years prior 
to his coming to Fulton three years 
ago. His successful deanship there 
assures his success in his new posi- 
tion. 


President Reed Is Honored. 

Dr. Reed was invited to deliver the 
commencement address at Emporia 
College, Kan., and while there was 
honored with the degree of LL.D. It 


is a source of gratification to Dr. 
Reed’s friends that the work he has 
done for Westminster is being recog- 
nized. The building up of the re- 
sources of a college from $376,956 to 
$1,031,745 within three years is a 
record that has not been surpassed 
anywhere in America under like con- 
ditions. 

The board of trustees manifested 
their appreciation of this work not 
only in words and in the confidence in 
the management evidenced in the 
plans made for the future, but also by 
voting an increase in the salary of 
the president and by providing an au- 
tomobile for his use.
